This is 
an all-time high. 

But more than two-thirds (67 © 
percent) of all families in the 
country have less than $5,000 
income a year. This is the con- 
servative estimate of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in its 1953 
Survey of Consumer Finances. 

It is five years since the Hel- 
ler committee last priced its 
family ‘budgets. It has now re- 
vised ‘its budget for a wage- 
earners family consisting of a 
man, woman, boy of .13 and 
girl of eight—priced as of Sep- 
tember, 1953, for the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area. Prices ‘in gen- 
eral have not declined since that 
date and rents have increased. 

Although priced only for the 
one area, this has long been 


; recognized as a standard family 


budget for the countrv as a 
whole. ‘Costs of goods, rents and” 
services in San Francisco have 
been found fo represent a typi- 
cal city in the middle range of 
34 cities. (See our Labor Fact 
Book XI for budget cost in ear- 
lier years.) 
. 

FOR FOOD, major item in 
the expenses, this standard of 
living now requires $31 a wéek 
—or about $1.10 per person per 
day. The budget assumes, of

These 
are now an increasingly heavy 
burden, estimated at about $10 
a week. 

For transportation, the family 
depends’ mainly ‘on an automo- 
bile and must keep it in repair. 
The: man “drives to work or 
rides with other workers in a 
car pool.” The only carfare 
-allowed” is forthe woman to 
go shopping. once a week at a 
cost of 30 cents a week. © | 

For recreation; the family ma 
spend about $1 a week for a 
missions“to movies, plays, con- 
certs or sports events.
